Highlights 

Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  finally  ceased  its  uncontrolled  spilling  on  August  26, 
1983.    This  is  the  latest  date  of  record  that  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  has  spilled 
since  its  completion  in  1923. 

The  April- July  snowmelt  runoff  into  Hetch  Hetchy  totaled  1,275,000  acre-feet  -

POLICY  STATEMENT  ON 
FURTHER  DEVELOPMENTS 
OF  THE  HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 

(1)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  has  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  Mayor  has  signed  a 
resolution  supporting  "Wild  &  Scenic"  designation  for  the  Tuolumne 
River.     This  becomes  the  official  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  and  provides  guidance  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission. 

(2)  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  through  the  City,   together  with 
the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  are  co-permitees  on  a 
FERC  preliminary  permit  to  undertake  certain  studies  regarding  the 
proposed  Clavey/Wards  Ferry  Project  on  the  Tuolumne  River.     It  is 
the  Intent  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  do  nothing  that 
will  deny  said  co-permitees  their  legal  rights  under  the  permit. 
However,  since  these  projects  are  now  contrary  to  City  policy,  the 
P.U.C.  will  take  no  further  action  to  support  the  projects  nor  take 
part  in  the  necessary  studies  now  being  undertaken,  without 
specific  authorization  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels   in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at  the 
end  of  September  amounted  to  18.6  billion  gallons  or  62.4%  of 
capacity.     This   is   less   than  the  20.1  billion  gallons  and  67.5%  of 
capacity  at  the  end  of  August.     For  the  Suburban  system  as  a  whole, 
storage  amounted  to  55.4  billion  gallons  and  71.1%  of  capacity 
compared  to  60.4  billion  gallons  and  77.6%  of  capacity  at  the  end  of 
last  month. 

Cable  Car   Reconstruction  Program 

Nine  main  connections  were  made  by  Division  personnel  on  Cable 
Car  contracts  this  month.      In  performing  the  work,    a  total  of  1,161 
man-hours  were  expended,    255  during  normal  work  hours  and  906 
man-hours  on  overtime.     The  overtime  was  necessary  because  of  traffic 
regulations,   street  opening  restrictions  and/or  the  shutdown  of  a 
main  would  create  a  hardship  to  consumers.

Status  of  Ten  Selected  Projects  for  FY  33/84: 

1 .  Cable  Car  System  Rehabilitation  Program 

Construction  work  has  proceeded  on  the  seven  contracts  which  were  awarded 
last  year.     Procurement  and  installation  of  cable  winding  machinery  and 
trackway  components  is  covered  by  an  eighth  contract.     During  the 
reporting  period  shop  drawings  were  received  and  reviewed.     Fabrication  of 
some  components  has  already  commenced. 

As  of  September  30,  all  of  the  trackway  contracts,  and  the  Barn  contract, 
are  on  or  ahead  of  schedule.     The  project  remains  within  the  original 
budget  estimate  of  $58,212,000. 

2.  Crystal  Springs  Pipeline  No.  3 

A  meeting  was  held  with  officials  of  the  City  of  South  San  Francisco  on 
August  1,  1983.     At  this  meeting,  they  reversed  their  position  and 
requested  that  a  route,  originally  rejected  by  them  in  1979,  be 
reconsidered.     Utility  surveys  and  a  preliminary  layout  have  been  made 
along  their  latest  proposed  route.     Another  meeting  will  be  arranged  in 
October  to  point  out  interferences  along  their  proposed  route  and  to 
discuss  changes  which  will  be  mutually  acceptable  to  both  parties. 

Original  schedule  and  budget  will  be  revised  and  refined  in  accordance 
with  decisions  to  be  reached  with  City  of  South  San  Francisco  as  soon  as 
we  can  get  their  approval.     Project  as  currently  defined  remains  within 
original  budget  of  $6.6  million. 

3.  Muni  Communications  Improvement  Project 

The  ongoing  communications  improvement  project  has  now  been  essentially 
completed  except  for  the  installation  of  radio/data  units  in  buses  and 
LRV's  as  vehicles  are  received  from  the  rehabilitator  or  the  manufacturer. 

Various  sub-projects  have  been  initiated  to  implement  the  recommendations 
contained  in  Teleride's  study,  namely; 

Architectural  Improvements  at  Central  Control 

Microwave  System 

PABX  and  PA  System 

Emergency  Telephone  System  Update 

Radio  and  Console  Enhancements 

Automatic  Vehicle  Location  and  Control  System 

This  project,  and  all  of  its  recently  initiated  sub-projects,   is  on 
schedule  and  within  budget. 


First  Quarter  Performance  Summary 
FY  1983-84 
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4 ,  Moccasin  Low-Head  Generating  Plant 

Purchase  Contract  for  turbine  and  generator  was  issued  for  bid  on  August 
15  (award  will  be  subject  to  receipt  of  all  approvals). 

Final  approval  has  been  received  from  CalTrans  but  is  still  pending  with 
the  Division  of  Safety  of  Dams.     Verbal  approval  has  been  received  fron 
FERC;  written  approval  is  expected  to  follow  shortly. 

Current  data  indicates  that,  if  the  one  outstanding  approval  is  received 
shortly,  the  project  will  be  completed  on  schedule  and  within  budget. 

5,  Market  Street  Guideway  Project 

The  Consultant's  draft  final  report  is  still  being  reviewed  by  Muni, 
Their  comments,  along  with  those  of  UEB  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
final  printing  of  the  report.     The  preliminary  design  (Phase  I)  is 
complete . 

Construction  has  started  on  Department  of  Public  Works  street 
beautif ication  contract  for  Upper  Market  Street,  which  includes  the 
trolley  coach  overhead  reconstructon  from  Duboce  to  Castro.     the  contract 
cost  of  $276,203  is  within  the  budget  for  this  work,  which  is  being  funded 
under  the  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  Program  (TOP). 

Tudor  (the  consultant)  continued  final  design  work  (Phase  IIA)  on  the 
section  of  Market  Street  between  Fremont  and  Eighth  Streets. 

The  Project  is  proceeding  on  schedule,  and  is  within  the  original  budget 
of  $16,354  million. 

6,  Muni  Metro  Auxiliary  Building 

After  all  necessary  agency  approvals  and  environmental  clearances  were 
obtained,  contract  documents  were  amended  as  directed  by  management  and 
advertised  for  bids  on  June  3,  1983. 

UEB  received  successful  bids  on  June  28,  1983,  The  contract  was  awarded 
to  the  low  bidder,  Ralph  Larson  &  Son,  Inc.,  Burlingame,  Calif.,  for  the 
total  amount  bid  -  $3,328,000. 

Construction  commenced  on  Sept.  6,  1983,  and  is  scheduled  to  be  completed 
on  Jan.   16.  1985. 

The  following  work  has  been  completed:  mobilization,  instrumentation, 
site  grading,  foundation  excavation,  and  rough  plumbing  and  electrical 
work.     Paving  and  marking  of  the  adjacent  parking  lot  is  also  complete. 

***************************************************************************** 
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7 .  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  Program 

Under  the  reconstruction  and  repair  portion  of  TOP,  three  contracts  have 
been  completed,  and  a  fourth  is  under  construction  for  portions  of  the  No. 
22  and  No.  47  lines  and  is  60%  completed. 

Design  work  on  other  contracts  for  the  No.   47  line  and  for  the  No.   5  line 
are  presently  halted  awaiting  Muni  decisions  as  to  possible  changes  in 
design  standards  for  all  trolley  overhead  work.     If  timely  decisions  are 
made,  the  No.   47  line  contract  could  be  advertised  in  the  next  quarter. 

The  DPW  contract  for  Upper  Market  Street,  which  includes  trolley  overhead 
reconstruction,  continues  under  construction. 

The  schedule  and  budget  for  this  project  may  have  to  be  revised  in 
accordance  with  anticipated  changes  in  Muni  design  criteria  for  trolley 
overhead  construction.     The  result  of  such  changes  could  be  a  substantial 
increase  in  total  project  cost. 

8.  No.   24  Divisadero  Electrification  Project 

All  of  the  numerous  contracts,  purchase  orders,  etc.,  on  which  startup  for 
this  project  relied,  were  completed  or  substantially  completed 
approximately  a  month  prior  to  start  of  revenue  service.     The  only 
contacts  which  remain  to  be  completed  are  two  street  lighting  contracts, 
which  are  proceeding  on  schedule,  and  one  trolley  overhead  contract,  which 
was  modified  to  include  certain  street  lighting  work. 

Revenue  service  on  the  newly  electrified  line  commenced  on  schedule  on 
August  24,  1983. 

Project  will  be  completed  on  schedule  and  within  the  $16.5  million  budget. 

9.  LRV  Acquisition  and  Retrofitting 

\Jork  continued  on  modifying  the  30  LRVs  in  the  Boeing  Vertol  plant. 
Twenty  of  the  new  LRVs  have  arrived  at  Muni  Metro,  and  sixteen  of  these 
have  been  inspected,  tested,  and  put  into  revenue  service.     It  is  still 
anticipated  that  the  last  of  the  30  LRVs  will  be  delivered  in  January 
1984,  one  month  earlier  than  originally  anticipated. 

Project  is  proceeding  ahead  of  schedule  and  is  within  the  $24.63  million 
budget . 
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10.  J-Church  Line  Connection 

The  environmental  process  for  this  project  (EIR/EIS)  was  completed  last 
quarter. 

The  preliminary  design  work  was  completed  and  the  preliminary  engineering 
report  was  submitted  to  UEB  by  the  Consultant,   PBQ&D,   Inc.,  this  quarter. 

Phase  I  of  the  project  is  now  completed.     A  grant  application  for  Phase 
II,  final  design,  with  a  budget  estimate  of  $1,000,000  is  in  process. 

It  is  anticipated  the  project  will  be  completed  on  schedule  and  within 
budget .

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GOALS: 

To  support  PUC  operations  through  effective  performance  of  accountins, 
payroll,  revenue  collection,  and  procurement  management  functions. 

To  support  PUC  departments  and  bureaus  by  developing  Capital  Improvement 
Programs,  preparing  operating  budgets,  managing  and  controlling  operating 
funds,  maximizing  the  amount  and  effectiveness  of  state  and  federal  revenues, 
and  by  providing  timely  and  accurate  financial  information  and  analysis. 

To  support  PUC  management  by  performing  and  managing  audits  to  identify  areas 
of  risk  and  strengthen  internal  controls;  by  analyzing  and  modeling  financial 
impact  of  alternative  plans  and  preparing  external  reporting;  and  by 
developing  and  implementing  performance  monitoring  systems  and  procedures. 

OVERVIEW: 

Finance  has  reported  general  success  this  quarter  in  achieving  its  targeted 
objectives.     Overall  performance  is  good  in  that  all  major  operating  functions 
are  proceeding  without  delays  attributable  to  this  Bureau, 

Performance  Highlights 

•  Eight  payroll  submission  dates  were  missed  instead  of  the  targeted 
four.     There  were  no  payroll  delays  resulting,  but  it  required 
special  efforts  from  the  City  Controller's  office  to  process  the 
paychecks  on-time.     Timely  processing  of  payrolls  is  a  joint  effort 
between  Finance,  BMIS ,  and  the  operating  departments,   so  the  cause  of 
delays  must  be  shared  among  different  organizations  and  problems. 

•  Targets  for  measures  relating  to  timely  collection  of  MUNI  fares  were 
exceeded  this  quarter.  An  average  of  93%  of  all  vehicles  were  probed 
daily  (target  -  85%)  and  85%  of  pass  sales  revenues  were  collected  by 
the  15th  of  each  month  from  vendors  (target  -  60%). 

•  Monthly  financial  reports  were  not  issued  this  quarter,  due  to  the 
effort  by  to  convert  mainframe  computer  operating  systems,  and  the 
need  to  reconcile  records  between  the  FAMIS  and  FMS  budget  systems  at 
the  City  Controller's  office.     An  end-of -the-year  financial  report 
for  FY  82-83  was  issued  at  the  end  of  the  September. 

•  Only  35%  of  vouchers  and  revolving  fund  payments  were  processed 
within  10  days  of  receipt  (target  -  50%).     The  workload  of  vouchers 
and  payments  to  be  processed  at  any  given  time  are  in  the  order  of 
4000  for  the  PUC. 
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•  The  grant  application  for  Section  3  Capital  Projects  for  MUNI  has 
been  rescheduled  for  the  end  of  this  calendar  year  (Instead  of  the 
end  of  this  quarter)  because  of  a  lack  of  consensus  on  the  use  of 
land  around  the  Woods  maintenance  facility  by  MUNI  management.     It  is 
not  presently  anticipated  that  this  change  in  timing  will  jeopardize 
PUC's  changes  at  obtaining  the  funding. 

•  Instructions  for  preparation  of  the  FY  84/85  operating  budgets  for 
all  departments  and  bureaus  have  been  distributed  and  discussed. 

•  All  active  supplemental  appropriations  requests  were  submitted  to  the 
PUC  within  3  weeks  of  receipt  of  request  by  the  budget  section 
(target  -  90%). 

•  Of  the  17  audits  outstanding  or  completed  during  the  quarter, 
approximately  4.7%  of  the  total  costs  involved  have  been  questioned 
by  the  auditors.     This  is  consistent  with  a  year-end  of  objective  of 
12%  of  total  audited  costs  being  questioned. 

•  Two  surprise  internal  audits  were  conducted  during  the  quarter  at 
Candlestick  and  Potrero  yard  on  fare  collection  procedures.     No  major 
audit  exceptions  were  identified.     Implementation  of  revised 
procedures  (from  4th  Quarter  82/83)  were  proceeding  on  schedule. 

•  MUNI  fare  projections  were  revised  on  schedule.     MTC  quarterly 
reports  were  submitted  two  weeks  later  than  planned. 

•  FY  83/84  Goals,  Objectives,  and  Performance  Measures  were  revised  for 
the  PUC  and  some  refinements  to  the  quarterly  review  process  were 
instituted .

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GOALS : 

To  provide  a  data  processing  service  capability  with  quality  and  cost  of 
service  comparable  to  the  private  sector. 

To  install/maintain  technical  software  at  current  release  levels  enabling  a 
aore  stablized  and  reliable  computer  operation.  i> 

To  provide  reliable  computer  resources  and  availability  to  BMIS  users;  and  to 
provide  efficient  and  responsible  computer  processing  services  to  end  users  of 
scheduled  production  jobs. 

To  develop  new  systems  to  meet  the  needs  of  PUC  departments  and  to  upgrade 
existing  applications  that  are  technically  inferior. 

OVERVIEW: 

BMIS  had  difficulty  meeting  Its  targeted  objectives  this  past  quarter,  due  in 
part  to  a  continued  shortage  of  trained  programming  staff,  unanticipated 
difficulties  in  conversion  of  the  mainframe  computer's  operating  system,  and 
the  inability  to  recruit  a  new  permanent  BMIS  staff  (a  permanent  BMIS  director 
was  recruited  early  in  the  second  quarter). 

Performance  Highlights: 

•  Technical  programming  and  support  staff  was  at  A0%  of  the  approved 
complement  for  the  quarter.     Therefore,  the  allocation  of  user  services 
programming  staff  was  not  distributed  as  planned  for  the  quarter. 
Technical  systems  conversion  required  75%  of  the  available  staff  time, 
which  left  little  or  no  time  available  for  existing  system  enhancements  or 
development  of  new  user  systems. 

•  Elimination  of  the  old  DOS/VS  operating  system  (in  preparation  for 
conversion  to  the  IDMS  operating  system)  was  completed  on  schedule,  but 
that  required  an  inordinate  amount  of  available  programer  time,  causing 
delays  in  the  delivery  of  other  system  reports.     Severe  problems  were  also 
identified  with  teleprocessing  software  which  limited  prime-time  system 
availability  (this  was  impact  on  programs  for  MUNI  payroll,  vehicle 
maintenance,  and  the  water /sewer  billing  system). 

•  RUCUS  (MU^I  Scheduling  program)  was  not  converted  to  DOS/VSE  due  to  a  lack 
of  staffing  and  other  program  priorities, 

•  Computer  center  availabilty  and  commitment  turnarounds  for  first  quarter 
were  within  or  above  targets  as  follows: 
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July  Aug,  Sept . 

CPU  availability  96%  97%  100% 

Associated  Peripherals  99.2%  99.9%  99.6% 

Prime  time  teleprocessing 
equipment  availability  97%  96%  98.6% 

Product  committment  turnarounds     96.7%  98.2%  96% 


•  On  August  24,  the  original  NAS  3000  CPU  was  replaced  with  another  unit, 
due  to  reliability  problems.  The  replacement  unit  has  been  functioning 
without  problems, 

•  Progress  on  a  disaster  recovery  system  was  deferred  because  limited 
programmer  resources  were  diverted  to  higher  priority  projects. 

•  The  effort  to  develop  and  install  a  new  materials  management  system  for 
MUNI  is  proceeding  ahead  of  schedule.  Basic  system  specifications  have 
been  issued  and  the  Project  Review  Board  has  been  established. 
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GOAL: 

To  provide  prompt  and  efficient  personnel  services  to  all  PUC  departments  and 
bureaus . 

OVERVIEW : 

Beyond  the  day-to-day  processing  of  PUC's  personnel  needs,  the  focus  of 
efforts  in  the  Personnel  Bureau  this  quarter  was  on  internal  reorganization, 
documentation  of  existing  processes,  and  the  development  of  new  internal 
procedures.     Efforts  were  also  made  to  reclassify  key  personnel  officers  to 
positions  at  a  level  consistent  with  the  experience  and  expertise  that  is 
required , 

The  documentation  or  development  of  four  critical  functions  were  targeted  for 
completion  by  the  end  of  the  quarter;  Position  Control,  Recruitment, 
Discipline,  and  Administration  of  MUNI  Passes.     For  various  reasons,  only 
partial  completion  was  achieved. 

Position  Control 

•      Position  Control  is  critical  to  the  personnel  function  as  a  record  keeping 
system  and  to  supervising  managers  as  a  critical  component  of  the 
recruiting  process.     Maintaining  and  updating  such  a  system  is  an  enormous 
task  considering  the  large  number  of  individuals  who  are  included  in  the 
PUC  personnel  system. 

Some  progess  was  made  on  the  development  of  a  manual  position  control 
system.     Approximately  95%  of  the  platform  work  force  (2200  employees)  at 
HUNI  has  been  brought  under  a  manual  control  system  and  Personnel  feels  it 
is  almost  at  a  point  where  it  can  reconcile  with  Civil  Service  records. 
Records  on  the  remaining  craft  &  miscellaneous  employees  in  the  PUC  (3500 
employees)  are  kept  but  need  better  orgainzation. 

Long-term  fulfillment  of  this  need  lies  in  automation  of  the  personnel 
record  system  which  will  allow  for  instantaneous  access  to  information  and 
simultaneous  updating  of  the  system. 

In  the  interim,  completion  of  the  manual  system  has  been  retargeted  for 
the  end  of  second  quarter  this  year. 
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Recruitment 

•  The  development  of  a  recruitment  procedure  for  the  filling  of  vacancies  is 
also  behind  its  original  schedule.     A  statement  on  recruitment  policy  from 
the  personnel  director  was  issued  to  all  PUC  managers.     Steps  in  the 
process  have  been  identified  and  the  conceptual  approach  agreed  upon  by 
senior  personnel  managers .     The  procedures  have  not  been  documented . 

Discipline 

•  The  issue  of  discipline  must  be  divided  into  two  categories,  platform  and 
non-platform  employees,  with  the  former  being  the  area  where  intital 
efforts  are  being  concentrated.     A  memorandum,  with  guidelines  on 
discipline  policies  and  procedures  was  drafted  and  in  final  evaluation 
stages  at  the  end  of  the  quarter.     The  next  phase  of  development  is  the 
production  of  written  procedures  with  step-by-step  instructions  for 
supervisors  in  the  departments  and  bureaus. 

Muni  Passes 

•  The  distribution  of  MUNI  passes  to  PUC/MUNI  employees  and  to  the 
dependents  of  certain  categories  of  employees  is  a  large  task,  involving 
the  processing  and  regular  tracking  of  upwards  of  10,000  individuals.  A 
manual  system  is  in  place  and  operating,  but  is  far  from  an  efficient 
method.     Automation  of  the  data  processing  aspect  of  this  program  is  a 
BMIS  project,  but  one  that  has  a  low  priority,  so  little  progress  has  been 
achieved.     A  revised  target  for  completion  is  during  third  quarter  of  this 
fiscal  year. 
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GOAL: 

To  expand  Elderly  and  Handicapped  paratransit  and  accessible,  fixed-line 
services  in  the  City,  and  to  provide  basic  services  and  security  to  PUC 
departments  and  bureaus. 

OVERVIEW: 

Bureau  Services  programs  appear  to  be  proceeding  without  any  problems  in 
achieving  targets.     Significant  facts/accomplishments  for  the  quarter  (by 
function)  include  the  following: 

PARATRANSIT  PROGRAM 

•  The  number  of  one-way,  shared  rides,  at  18,525,  exceeded  the 
quarter's  target  of  18,000. 

•  The  number  of  lift-assisted  rides,  at  3757,  operated  at  94%  of 
targeted  level.     This  is  substantially  more  than  the  2059  rides 
provided  during  first  quarter  of  last  year  (representing  69%  of  the 
target) , 

•  The  number  of  taxi  script  rides  provided,  at  31,951,  was 
substantially  above  the  19,000  targeted,  and  last  year's  first 
quarter  performance  of  12,243.     This  high  level,  if  sustained  could 
impose  a  drain  on  financial  resources  available  to  fund  the  program. 

•  A  service  reliability  rating  of  96%  for  pick-up/deliveries  within  20 
Tninutes  of  schedule  was  achieved. 

ACCESSIBLE  TRANSIT  PR0GRA>1 

•  Continued  difficulties  in  maintaining  the  accessible  fleet  of  Grumman 
lift-equipped  buses  have  essentially  eliminated  fixed-line  service  on 
the  17  and  A3  lines.     Accessible  service  is  planned  for  resumption 
when  the  new  standard  vehicles  are  available  for  service. 

•  Construction  of  the  second  wayside  platform  at  San  Francisco  State 
was  35%  complete  (slightly  behind  schedule)  and  scheduled  for  opening 
in  November. 

•  Substantially  more  RTA  (Bay  Region  Transit  Discount)  cards  were 
issued  (2024)  than  targeted  (1650).

c      Support  services  functioned  well  and  targets  were  achieved  regarding 
the  number  of  photo  work  orders,  prints  processed,  and  number  of 
units  (impressions)  of  reproduction  service  provided.

To  provide  supervision  and  legal  support  for  the  Contracts  Compliance  Unit;

To  contain  the  cost  of  claims  filed  against  the  PUC  and  improve  the 
effectiveness  of  the  claims  function. 

OVERVIEW : 

Legal  Services  reports  no  apparent  problems  in  any  of  the  three  functions  of 
its  operation  and  the  initiation  of  work  on  several  projects.     Specific  facts/ 
accomplishments  this  quarter  include : 

•  Zero  contracts  were  returned  for  non-compliance  with  KBE  guidelines. 

•  Approximately  30%  of  70  permits  have  been  upgraded  with  double  and 
triple  increases  in  previous  income. 

•  There  was  a  30%  reduction  in  the  120  outstanding  immediate  back 
logged  claims. 

•  An  average  caseload  of  25  per  claims  agent  was  maintained, 

•  A  training  program  for  claims  staff  was  initiated  with  Pacific 
Telephone  Co.  assistance. 

•  600  claims  against  Muni  were  filed  this  quarter  for  a  total  of  i39.7 
million  (last  year's  equivalent  total  was  $22. 6  million) . 

•  309  claims  were  settled  during  the  same  period  for  a  total  value  of 
i2.8  million.

Fan  Francisco  Water  Pepartment 

Regarding   the  IJater   Pepartment,    ^^r.   Ncthenberg  said  that  all 
technical  goals  were  met ,    except  one  -  the  cal ibrat ion  and  upgrading 
of  train  line  water  meterc,     A  supplemental  appropriation  is  in 
process   in  order   to  bring  this  project  on  schedule. 

Mr .   Nothenberg  said  that   there  are  some  signi  f icant   i  terns   for  the 
department  which  are  not  covered  by  the  report .     The   first   is  the 
negotiations  with  our  suburban  customers.     All  parties  have  received 
copies  of  the  proposed  contract  and  agreement   is  expected  by  March 
31,    1964.     Regarding  a  new  billing  system  for  water  and  sewer 
service  charges,   he  said  that   staff   intends  to  negotiate  with  the 
consultant   for  design  of   the  system  this  year  and  implementation 
next  year ,    rather  than  requesting  additional  money  now .

Francisco,    addressed  the  Commission  concerning  the  performance 
monitoring  reports.     She  commended   the  Commission  and   its   staff  for 
their  use  of  the  Manager.ent  Ey  Objectives  system.     She  requested 
that  everyone   in  the  department   receive  a  copy  of  the  performance 
monitoring  report  so  that  everyone  would  know  what   the  goals  are  and 
what   is  expected  of  them. 

regarding  recent  problems   in  diesel  maintenance.   Mayor  Feinstein 
listed  her  basic  principles   for   job  performance  as:    1)  productivity; 
2)  discipline;    3)   concern   for  quality;   and  4)   eight  hours  work  for 
eight  hours  pay.     She  asked  the  Commission  to  implement  those 
programs  which  would   increase  a  sense  of  pride  in  the  system,  such 
as ,    employee  training,    recogni t ion  programs ,    and  the  opportunity  for 
advancement.     She  concluded  by  commending  management   for  being 
forthright  in  its  performance  monitoring  report  and  she  expressed 
her  conf idence   in  the  management  team . 

President  McCrea  thanks  the  Mayor   for  her  comments  and  her  vote  of 
conf  id  ence , 

Commissioner  Hsieh  pointed  out   that  the  public   is  not  aware  that 
there  are  over  600  bus  operators  who  have  between  one  and 
thirty-three  years  of  service  without  a  single  avoidable  accident. 

Commissioner  Sanger  requested  that  the  performance  monitoring 
reports  be  revised   so  as  to  make  them  easier  to  relate  to  actual 
experience  and   impact  on  service .     In  addition,   he  requested  the 
inclusion  of  inf ormat ion  on  the   "holds"  or  unusable  buses ,    revi sion 
of  the  vehicle  availability  format,    the  percentage  of  runs  completed 
daily,   a  glossary  of  terms  and  weekly  reports  on  the  most  essential 
measures . 

Ccmmissioner  Lenvin  asked  about   the  definition  of   "missed  runs",  and 
pointed  out   that  buses  that   leave  the  yard  but  have  a  road  call 
before  entering  service  are  not   included  as  missed  runs.     She  also 
requested  the  number  of  buses  not  available   for  revenue  service,  the 
number  of  runs  not  out  both  AM  and  PM,   and   inclusion  of  the  LPV 
report .

Mr.   Nothenberg  expressed  appreciation  to  Mr.   Leonard  Tom  for

Commissioner  Ksieh  asked   if  there  were  data  on  accidents  indicating 
accident   rates   for   full-time  versus  part-time  operators.     Mr.  Harold 
Geissenheimer ,    General  ^.anager  Municipal  Rai  lv;ay ,    repl  ied   that  that 
information  has  not  been  collected.     He  said   that  all  new  hires  are 
for  part-time  positions  which  later  become  full-time.  Therefore, 
part-time  employees  have  the  least  experience. 

Commissioner  Flynn  inquired  about   the  high  usage  of  paratransit 
script  and   its  effect  on  the  budget ,     Mr.   Nothenberg  replied  that 
$200, OOC  rore  will  be  budgeted  next  year   for  this  program. 

Regarding   free  passes   for  employees,    an  issue  which  has  been 
negot iated  with  the  union ,   Commi ssioner  Sanger  suggested  that   i t 
would  be  better  to  pay  the  benefit  and  have  the  employees  buy  fast 
Passes  than  to  continue  issuing  free  passes. 

President  McCrea  requested  that   the  performance  report   for  the 
Bureau  of  Engineering   and  Construct  ion  Management   includ  e  the  total 
number  of  projects,    number  of  projects  on  schedule,   behind  schedule 
and  on  budget  or  behind  budget. 

Commissioner  Sanger  said  that  he  was   shocked  to  find  that  a  number 
of  Grumman  Flxible  buses  were   sitting  on  a  pier  and  that  a  decision 
had  been  made  to  not  use   them..     He  said   that  such  decisions  should 
be  brought  to  the  Commission.     He  requested  that  the  City  Attorney 
be   inform.ed  as  to  the  status  of   these  vehicles  so  that  the 
Commission  can  be  advised   if  we  have  a  claim'  against  the 
manufacturer .

THIS  AGREEMENT  dated  as  of  ,    1983  between 

CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  a  public  body  organized  and 
existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  acting  by 
and  through  its  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION   ("User"),  and 

( "Lessor" ) . 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,   User  is  the  owner  of  all  of  the  property 
described  in  Exhibit  A  hereto  and  User  intends  to  retain  the 
tangible  ownership  interest  in  such  property;  and 

WHEREAS,   User  is  willing  to  sell  and  transfer  to  Lessor 
and  Lessor  is  willing  to  purchase  from  User,    solely  for  fed- 
eral income  tax  purposes,    all  of  User's  intangible  right  to 
claim  the  Tax  Benefits   (as  such  term  is  hereinafter  defined) 
allowable  with  respect  to  the  property;  and 

WHEREAS,    Lessor  and  User  desire  to  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment providing  for  transactions  with  respect  to  the  property 
which,    solely  for  federal  income  tax  purposes  in  accordance 
with  Section  168(f)(3)   of  the  Code,    shall  be  deemed  a  sale 
and  leaseback,   with  Lessor  as  owner-lessor  and  User  as  lessee 
for  such  purposes; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    in  consideration  of  the  mutual  agree- 
ments herein  contained,    and  other  good  and  valuable  con- 
sideranion,    the  parties  hereto  agree  as  follows: 


Section   1.      Nature  of  the  Transaction;  Definitions. 

(a)  Nature  of  the  Transaction.     The  only  benefits 
or  burdens   sought  to  be  conferred  upon  Lessor,  other 
than  the  burden  of  the  Original  Cash  Payment   {as  such 
term  is  hereinafter  defined)    from  Lessor  to  User,  by 
this  Agreement  are  the  Tax  Benefits  associated  with 
ownership  of  the  Property  solely  for  federal  income  tax 
purposes.      Under  no  circumstances  shall  this  Agreement 
be  construed  to  result  in  any  transfer  of  title  to  or 
tangible  interest  in  the  Property,   or  its  ownership  for 
state  or  local  law  purposes  or  any  other  purposes,  so 
that  (excep-t  for  federal  income  tax  purposes)  User,  and 
not  Lessor,    shall  at  all  times  retain  the  burdens, 
benefits  and  incidents  of  title  to  and  ownership  with 
respect  to  the  Property  (including,   without  limitation 
except  the  limits  contained  in  Section  9  hereof,  the 
obligation  to  pay  all  state  and  local  Taxes   (as  such 
term  is  hereinafter  defined)    in  respect  thereto)  and 
none  save  User  or  Persons   (as  such  term  is  hereinafter 
defined)   claiming  under  User  shall  have  or  derive  any 
right  to  possess,  use,   control  or  (except  for  federal 
income  tax  purposes)   benefit  from  the  Property  as  a 
result  of  this  Agreement  or  the  transfer  of  Tax  Benefits 
pursuant  thereto.

(viii)     Code   shall  mean  the   Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1954,    as  amended,    including,    without  limitation, 
the  amendments  adopted  and  enacted  under  the  Eco- 
nomic Recovery  Tax  Act  of  1981,    the  Technical 
Corrections  Act  of  1982   and  the  Tax  Equity  and 
Fiscal  Responsibility  Act  of  1982    ( "TEFRA" ) ,  except 
those  provisions  of  TEFRA  not  applicable  to  Section 
168  leases  of  mass  transit  vehicles.

(XV)     Lessor ' s  Cost  shall  mean,    in  respect  of 
the  entire  Lease  Term,    User's  Adjusted  Basis  on  the 
date  of  this  Agreement.

Section  2.      Characterization  of  Agreement  and  Irrevocable 
Election  Under  Section  168(f) (8)    of  the   Internal  Revenue  Code; 
Terms  ot   Sale ,    Lease ,    Options  and  Loan  for  Federal   Income  Tax 
Purposes . 

(a)  Section  168(f)(8)   Characterization  and  Elec- 
tion .      Lessor  and  User  hereby  agree  that,    for  federal 
income  tax  purposes,    this  Agreement  shall  constitute  an 
Agreement  with  respect  to   "qualified  leased  property," 
as  such  term  is  defined  in  Section  168 ( f ) ( 8 ) (D) ( iii )  of 
the  Code.      Lessor^    as   lessor  of  such  property  for  fed- 
eral income  tax  purposes,    and  User,    as  lessee  of  such 
property  for  federal  income  tax  purposes ,   hereby  agree 
(i)   to  characterize,    and  do  hereby  characterize;  this 
Agreement  as  a  lease  with  Lessor  as  owner-lessor  and 
User  as  lessee,    and  the  Property  as  property  leased, 
thereunder,   and  (ii)   irrevocably  elect  to  have  the 
provisions  of  Section  168(f)(8)   of  the  Code  apply  to 
this  Agreement  and  to  the  Property  and  the  subject 
transaction.      Lessor  and  User  hereby  further  agree  to 
take  all  such  procedural  action  as  may  be  required  by 
Treasury  Regulations  under  Section  168(f)(8)   of  the  Code 
to  effectuate  this  election .     User  represents  and  war- 
rants to  Lessor  that  it  has  not  made,    and  covenants  that 
it  will  not  make,    any  designation  or  election  for  fed- 
eral income  tax  purposes  under  Section  168(f)(8)   of  the 
Code  inconsistent  with  this  paragraph  2(a). 

(b )  Sale  and  Lease  of  Property;    Loan  and  Options. 
As  contemplated  by  Section  168(f)(8)   of  the  Code,  Lessor 
and  User  hereby  enter  into  transactions  and  agreements, 
for  federal   income  tax  purposes,    for  the  sale  and  lease 
of  the  Property,    the  loan  by  User  to  Lessor  and  certain 
options  set  forth  below  in  clauses  (i)   through  (iv)  of 
this  paragraph.     As  one  of  the  considerations  for  such 
sale  of  the  Property,    Lessor  has  paid  User  an  amount 
equal  to  approximately       %  of  User's  Adjusted  Basis  for 
the  Property   ($  )    (the  "Original  Cash  Payment"), 
receipt  of  which  by  User  is  hereby  acknowledged. 
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(i)      Sale .      User  hereby  sells   and  Lessor 
hereby  purchases  each  Unit  of  Property,    solely  for 
federal  income  tax  purposes,    for  a  price  equal  to 
User's  Adjusted  Basis  for  such  Unit  of  Property. 
Payment  of  such  purchase  price  by  Lessor  to  User  is 
to  be  effected  by  applying  against  the  purchase 
price  (A)   the  amount  of  the  Original  Cash  Payment 
by  Lessor  to  User  referred  to  above  in  this  para- 
graph (b),   and  (B)   the  original  principal  amount  of 
the  Loan  by  User  to  Lessor  provided  to  be  made  in 
clause   (iv)  of  this  paragraph  (b).     The  same  pro- 
portion of  such  Original  Cash  Payment  and  such 
original  principal  amount   (provided  in  subdivisions 
(A)   and  (B)  of  this  clause   (i),    respectively)  will 
be  paid  for  each  Unit  of  Property.     The  portion  of 
the  Original  Cash  Payment  to  be  paid  for  each  Unit 
of  Property  shall  bear  the  same  ratio  to  the  Orig- 
inal Cash  Payment  attributable  to  all  Units  of 
Property  as  User's  Adjusted  Basis  for  such  Unit  of 
Property  bears  to  User's  Adjusted  Basis  for  all 
Units  of  Property. 

(ii)     Lease .      Solely  for  federal  income  tax 
purposes.    Lessor  hereby  leases  each  Unit  of  Prop- 
erty for  the  Lease  Term  to  User,    and  User  hereby 
leases  each  Unit  of  Property  for  such  Lease  Term 
from  Lessor   (the  "Lease"). 

(iii)  Expiration  or  Termination.     Upon  the 
expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  the  Lease  Term 
with  respect  to  any  Unit  of  Property,    User  shall 
automatically  acquire  from  Lessor,    and  Lessor  shall 
automatically  relinquish  to  User,    all  of  the  inter- 
est of  Lessor  in  the  Property  without  the  payment 
of  any  consideration  and  without  any  other  action 
by  either  party. 

(iv)  Loan .      Lessor  hereby  borrows  from  User 
and  User  hereby  lends  to  Lessor  in  respect  of  all 
Units  of  Property  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference 
between  User's  Adjusted  Basis  as  set  forth  in 
Exhibit  A  for  all  Units  of  Property  and  the  amount 
of  the  Original  Cash  Payment  made  by  Lessor.  The 
aggregate  original  principal  amount  of  all  such 
borrowings  is  hereby  applied  as  provided  in  clause 
(i)   of  this  paragraph   (b)   to  the  payment  of  the 
purchase  price  of  the  Property.     Of  such  aggregate 
amount  of  borrowing   (the   "Loan"),    the  portion 
attributable  to  each  Unit  of  Property  shall  bear 
the  same  ratio  to  the  Loan  as  User's  Adjusted  Basis 
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for   such  Unit  of  Property  bears   to  User's  Adjusted 
Basis   for  all  Units  of  Property. 

(c)  Loan .      The  Loan  provided  to  be  made  under 
clause   (iv)   of  paragraph  2(b)   above  shall  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  15.99%  per  annum  payable  quarterly  in 
arrears  on  the  principal  balance  thereof  outstanding 
from  time  to  time.      Principal  and  interest  on  such  Loan 
shall  be  payable  on  each  Payment  Date  solely  from  the 
source  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  herein,   and  shall 
be  due  and  payable  in  consecutive  quarterly  install- 
ments,  each  consisting  of  interest  and  repayment  of 
principal   (the   "Installment  Payments"),    the  amount  of 
each  such  Installment  Payment  to  be  the  percentage  of 
Lessor's  Cost  set  forth  in  Exhibit  C  attached  hereto  and 
the  principal  and  interest  component  of  each  payment  to 
be  as  set  forth  in  said  Exhibit  C,   which  amount  shall  be 
sufficient  to  amortize  the  Loan  on  a  level  debt  service 
basis  over  the  Lease  Term;    provided  that  following  each 
reduction  of  the  Loan  pursuant  to  paragraph  2(d)  below, 
the  remaining  Installment  Payments  of  the  Loan  shall  be 
in  such  reduced  amounts  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  amor- 
tize the  Loan  on  a  level  debt  service  basis  over  the 
remainder  of  the  Lease  Term.      Each  Installment  Payment 
shall  be  payable  from,    and  solely  from,    the  Basic  Rent 
paid  (or  offset)   under  the  Lease  described  above  in  this 
Section  2  without  recourse  to  the  general  credit  of 
Lessor,    and  no  amounts  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of 
the  Loan  pursuant  to  this  paragraph   (c)   from  any  other 
source  for  any  reason  or  in  any  event   (including  breach, 
disaffirmance,    rejection  or  termination  of  said  Lease  or 
this  Agreement  by  anyone  or,    except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  2(d)   below,    any  event  of  Loss  with  respect  to 
the  Property  or  any  Unit  of  Property). 

(d)  Reduction  of  Indebtedness.     Upon  the  occur- 
rence of  a  Disqualifying  or  Voiding  Event  with  respect 
to  any  Unit  of  Property,    the  unpaid  principal  balance 
(after  giving  effect  to  any  Installment  Payment  then 
due )   of  the  Loan  shall ,    automatical ly,    and  without  any 
action  on  the  part  of  Lessor  or  User,   be  repaid  and 
reduced   (by  offset  against  the  principal  components  of 
all  future  amounts  payable  as  .Basic  Rent  with  respect  to 
such  Unit  of  Property)   by  an  amount  equal  to  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  such  principal  components,   with  the 
effect  that   (i)   no  amount  of  Basic  Rent  attributable  to 
such  Unit  of  Property  or  part  or  component  thereof  shall 
be  payable  thereafter,    (ii)   Lessor  shall  never  be 
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required,    for  any  purpose  or  in  any  circumstances  what- 
soever,   to  make  payment  of   (A)   the  amount  of  the  prin- 
cipal balance  of  such  portion  of  the  Loan  repaid  by  such 
offset  or   (B)    any  interest,    subsequent  to  the  date 
specified  for  such  offset,    on  such  amount  so  offset  and 
repaid,    (iii)   the  outstanding  principal  balance  of  such 
portion  of  the  Loan  for  all  purposes  of  this  Agreement 
shall,    subsequent  to  the  date  specified  for  such  offset, 
be  considered  reduced  to  the  extent  of  such  amount  so 
offset  and  repaid  and  (iv)  the  remaining  Installment 
Payments  of  such  portion  of  the  Loan  shall  be   in  such 
reduced  amounts  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  amortize  such 
portion  of  the  Loan  on  a  level  debt  service  basis  over 
the  remainder  of  the  Lease  Term. 

(e)  Basic  Rent.      Subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  2(d)  of  this  Agreement,   User  hereby  agrees  to 
pay  to  Lessor,   on  each  Basic  Rent  Payment  Date  during 
the  applicable  Lease  Term,    Basic  Rent  in  an  amount  equal 
to  the   Installment  Payment  due  on  such  Basic  Rent  Pay- 
ment Date.     The  portion  of  the  total  rent  due  on  each  - 
Basic  Rent  Payment  Date  attributable  to  each  Unit  of 
Property  shall  bear  the  same  ratio  to  the  total  rent  as 
User's  Adjusted  Basis  for  such  Unit  of  Property  bears  to 
User's  Adjusted  Basis  for  all  Units  of  Property. 

(f)  Irrevocable  Automatic  Offset.      Lessor  and  User 
hereby  agree  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  Basic  Rent 
payable  by  User  to  Lessor  under  paragraph  2(e)    above  on 
each  Basic  Rent  Payment  Date  is,    and  throughout  the 
Lease  Term  shall  continue  to  be,    exactly  equal  to  the 
aggregate  payment  of  principal  and  interest  payable  by 
Lessor  to  User  under  paragraph  2(c)   above  on  each  Pay- 
ment Date  in  respect  of  the  Loan.     Accordingly,  the 
parties  hereto  irrevocably  and  unconditionally  agree 
that,   whether  or  not  there  exists  any  insolvency,  bank- 
ruptcy,   reorganization  or  other  similar  proceedings  by 
or  against  User  or  Lessor,    (i)   all  payments  of  Basic 
Rent  required  to  be  made  on  each  Basic  Rent  Payment  Date 
shall  on  such  Basic  Rent  Payment  Date  automatically  be 
set  off  and  applied  against  the  payments,    if  any,  of 
principal  and  interest  on  the  Loan  required  to  be  made 
on  such  Basic  Rent  Payment  Date  were  it  not  for  the 
setoff  provisions  of  this  paragraph  (f),    (ii)    ail  pay- 
ments,   if  any,    of  principal  and  interest  on  the  Loan 
required  to  be  made  on  such  Payment  Date  shall  on  such 
Basic  Rent  Payment  Date  automatically  be  set  off  and 
applied  against  all  payments  of  Basic  Rent  required  to 
be  made  on  such  Basic  Rent  Payment  Date  were  it  not  for 
the  setoff  provisions  of  this  paragraph   (f)   with  the

Date,    ( iv)    Lessor  shall  never  be  required,    for  any 
purpose  or  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever,   to  make  a 
cash  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  such  Loan  on 
any  Payment  Date  and  (v)   the  outstanding  principal 
balance  of  the  Loan  shall  be  reduced  to  the  extent  of 
the  amounts  of  Basic  Rent  so  offset  against  principal 
amounts  due  on  the  Loan. 

(g)     Agreement  With  Respect  to  Federal   Income  Tax 
Reporting.      Lessor  and  User  shall  each  make  and  file 
with  the  Internal  Revenue  Service   (and,    if  required,

the  owner,    for  all  purposes  other  than  federal  income 
tax  purposes,    of  the  Property. 

( j )     Acknowledgements  of  Lessor  and  User .  Lessor 
and  User  hereby  acknowledge  and  agree  that,  although 
Lessor  is,    and  shall  be  deemed  to  be,   the  owner  of  the 
Property  and  each  Unit  of  Property  for  federal  income 
tax  purposes,    for  all  other  purposes  User  and  not  Lessor 
is  the  owner  of  the  Property  and  each  Unit  of  Property. 
Accordingly,    (a)   Lessor  and  User  agree  that  User,  and 
not  Lessor,    shall  have  all  of  the  benefits  and  burdens 
of  the  Property  and  each  Unit  of  Property  and  title  to 
and  ownership  thereof  for  state  and  local   law  purposes 
and  any  other  purposes  except  federal  income  tax  pur- 
poses,  including,   without  limitation,   the  exclusive 
right  to  possess,    control,   use,    repair  and  maintain  and 
retire  the  Property  and  each  Unit  of  Property  without 
interference  from  Lessor  or  any  person  claiming  by, 
through  or  under  Lessor  and  (b)   User  shall  be  entitled 
at  its  own  expense  to  make  any  alterations,  improvements 
or  additions  to  any  one  or  more  Units  of  Property  (pro-

in  or  failure  of  title  of  User  to  the  Property  or  any

Nothing  in  this  Section  3  shall  be  construed  to  limit 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  2(i)   or  2(j)   or  Section  8,  9 
or  10  hereof.

It  is  expressly  agreed,    anything  herein  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,   that  the  Loan  is  made  to  Lessor  not  for 
the  purpose  or  with  the  intention  of  binding  Lessor  or 
the  general  credit  thereof  personally  in  respect  of  such 
Loan,   but  is  made  and  intended  for  the  purpose  of  bind- 
ing only  the  Basic  Rent  and  Lessor's  interest  for  fed- 
eral income  tax  purposes  therein;    and  no  personal  lia- 
bility or  recourse  against  the  general  credit  of  Lessor 
is  assumed  by  or  shall  at  any  time  be  asserted  or 
enforceable  against  Lessor  on  account  of  such  Loan, 

Section  4.  Representations,  Warranties  and  Agreements

(a)     Representations  and  Warranties.     User  repre- 
sents and  warrants  that: 


(i)     Due  Organization.     User  is  a  public  body 
organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  California,    acting  by  and  through  its  Public

(iv)     No  Violation.      Neither  the  execution  or 
delivery  of  this  Agreement,    nor  the  consummation  of 
the  transactions  contemplated  hereby,    nor  the  per- 
formance by  User  of  the  obligations  hereunder  of 
User,    conflicts  or  will  conflict  with,   or  results 
or  will  result  in  a  breach  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  any  Law,    judgment,   order,   decree,    rule  or  regu- 
lation of  any  court,    administrative  agency  or  other 
governmental  authority  or  any  other  agreement  or

168 ( f ) ( 8 ) -2 ( a ) ( 5 ) ,    (6)    and  (8)), 
or  recording,   with  or  the  taking  of  any  action  with 
respect  to,    any  court,    administrative  agency  or 
other  governmental  authority  of  the  United  States 
of  America  or  any  state  is  or  will  be  required  (A) 
to  establish  and  perfect,    for  federal  income  tax 
purposes.    Lessor's  interest  in  the  Property  and  its 
entitlement  to  the  Tax  Benefits  as  against  User  and 
any  third  parties,    or   (B)   in  connection  with,  the 
execution,   delivery  or  performance  by  User  of,  or 
the  consummation  by  User  of  the  transactions  con- 
templated by,    this  Agreement,    except  as  to  both  (A)' 
and   (B)    such  as  have  been  duly  obtained,    given  or 
accomplished,    and  which  are  valid,    subsisting  and 
sufficient  for  thei r  respective  purposes ,  and 
except  such  filings,    if  any,    as  cannot  be  made 
prior  to  the  date  hereof  and  routine  filings  not 
affecting  the  validity,    enforceability  or  effec- 
tiveness for  its  intended  purpose  of  this  Agreement, 

(vi)     Title  to  Property.     User  is  the  owner  of 
the  Property  and  each  Unit  of  Property  for  all 
purposes,    free  and  clear  of  all  Liens  except  (A) 
the  Lien  of  the  instruments  bearing  against  the 
Property  in  the  ministerial  process  of  cancellation 
which  process  User  covenants  to  complete  in  the 
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ordinary  course  of  business;    (B)    inchoate  material- 
men ' s ,    mechanics ' ,    workmen ' s ,    repairmen ' s ,  employ- 
ees',    landlords',    carriers',    warehousemen's  or 
other  like  Liens  arising  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
business  of  User  and  not  delinquent;    (C)  choate 
Liens  which  are  being  contested  by  User  in  good 
faith  by  appropriate  proceedings  with  any  execution 
thereof  duly  and  effectively  stayed  by  bonding  or

(viii)     Federal   Income  Tax  Characteristics  of  the 
Property.     As  of  the  date  of  this  Agreement,  the 
Property,    and  each  Unit  of  Property,    is  "qualified 
leased  property"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
168(f)(8)(D)   of  the  Code ■ and  Section 

5c.l68(f)(8)-6(b)(3)(i)   of  the  Treasury  Regulations 
with  respect  to  which  Recovery  Deductions  in  the 
respective  percentages  set  forth  in  Section 
168(b)(1)(A)   of  the  Code  are  allowable  commencing 
in  the  taxable  year  in  which  falls  the  date 

User's  adjusted  basis  of  the 
Property  in  each  Unit  of  Property,    for  purposes  of 
Section  168(f)(8)(D)   of  the  Code  and  Section 
5c . 168( f ) (8) -6(b) (3 )   of  the  Treasury  Regulations, 
is  User's  Adjusted  Basis..     As  of  the  date  of  this 
Agreement,    all  Units  of  Property  are  units  of 
"five-year  property"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
168(c)(2)   of  the  Code.

counsel,    (a)    are    (or  require  terms  or  provisions  m 
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agreements  which  are)    for  any  reason  and   in  any 
respect,    contrary  to,    or  inconsistent  with,  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Agreement  or  (b) 
result  in  this  Agreement  not  satisfying  the  provi- 
sions of  such  Treasury  Regulations  required  to  be 
satisfied  in  order  that  the  parties  hereto  realize 
and  obtain  the  rights  and  benefits  for  federal 
income  tax  purposes  and  otherwise  that  are  intended"

(V)     Liens  and  Claims.     User  shall  not  create, 
incur,    assume  or  suffer  to  exist,    and  User  shall 
discharge  promptly  at  its  own  expense,    any  Liens  on 
or  with  respect  to  the  ownership  of,    or  any  inter- 
est in,    the  Property  for  federal  income  tax  pur- 
poses except   (a)    the  respective  rights  of  Lessor 
and  User  as  provided  in  this  Agreement,    (b)  Les- 
sor's Liens   (i.e..   Liens  or  dispositions  of  title 

(1)  resulting  from  any  action  taken  by  Lessor,  or 

(2)  resulting  from  Claims,    as  defined  in  paragraph 
8(a),    against  Lessor  unrelated  to  Lessor's  owner- 
ship for  federal  income  tax  purposes  of  the  Prop- 
erty or  any  Unit  of  Property  or  the  transactions 
contemplated  by  this  Agreement),    (c)   Liens  arising 
out  of  Claims,    as  defined  in  paragraph  8(a),  (d) 
nondelinquent  and  inchoate  materialmen's,  mechan- 
ics',  workmen' s ,    repairmen' s ,   employees ' ,  land- 
lords '    or  similar  Liens  arising  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business  of  User  and   (e)   other  Liens 
described  m  Section  4(a)(vi). 

(vi)     Markings .     User  shall,    at  its  own 
expense,    cause  each  Unit  of  Property  identified  on 
Exhibit  A  to  bear  markings  as  indicated  in  Exhibit 
A  together  with  such  other  markings  as  from  time  to 
time  may  be  required  by  law. 

(vii)      Inspection  and-  Certification.      In  order 
to  provide  Lessor  with  sufficient  information  to 
comply  with  reporting,    filing  and  accounting  obli- 
gations imposed  upon  it  by  the  Code  or  other  Law 
and  to  obtain  the  benefits  sought  to  be  conferred 
upon  Lessor  by  this  Agreement,   User,    at  such  times 
as  Lessor  may  reasonably  request,    shall  furnish 
Lessor  accurate  statements  regarding,    and  accurate 
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descriptions  of,    the  Property  pertinent  to   the  Tax 
Benefits   and  certificates   regarding  User's  compli- 
ance with  this  Agreement.     Without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,    such  statements  shall 
include,    to  the  extent  requested,    all  information 
that  may  be  necessary  to  enable  Lessor  to  file  any 
requested  information  or  income  tax  returns  with 
respect  to  the  Property,    this  Agreement  or  the  Tax  ' 
Benefits.     At  all  reasonable  times.    Lessor   (and,  at 
Lessor's  request,   the  Internal  Revenue  Service) 
shall  be  entitled  to   (but  shall  have  no  duty  to,  or 
any  liability  or  obligation  for  failure  to)  inspect 
the  Property,    and  the  books  and  records  of  User 
relative  thereto,    as  and  to  the  extent,   if  any, 
reasonably  necessary  for  purposes  of  this  Agreement 

(viii)     Other  Filings.     User,    at  User's  own  cost 
and  expense,    shall  cause  to  be  prepared,  executed 
and  filed  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  any 
information  returns  or  other  documents  that  are 
specifically  required  to  be  filed  by  User  by  the 
Code  or  the  Treasury  Regulations  in  order  to  per- 
fect the  application  of  Section  168(f)(8)   of  the 
Code  to  this  Agreement  and  the  Property  and  subject 
transaction . 

Section  5.      Representations,   Warranties  and  Agreements 
Lessor . 


(a)     Representations  and  Warranties.      Lessor  repre- 
sents and  warrants  that: 

(i)     Due  Organization.      Lessor  is  a  corpora- 
tion duly  organized  and  validly  existing  in  good 
standing,    and  has  the  corporate  power  and  authority 
to  carry  on  its  business  as  presently  conducted,  to 
purchase  the  Property  for  federal  income  tax  pur- 
poses,   to  own  and  hold  the  Property  under  the  Lease 
for  federal  income  tax  purposes  and  to  enter  into 
and  perform  its  obligations  under  this  Agreement. 

(ii)     Due  Authorisation.      The  execution,  deliv- 
ery and  performance  by  Lessor  of  this  Agreement 
have  been  duly  authorized  by  all  necessary  corpo- 
rate action. 

(iii)     Due  Execution.     This  Agreement  has  been 
duly  executed  and  delivered  by  Lessor  and  consti- 
tutes the  legal,   valid  and  binding  obligation  of 
Lessor,    enforceable  against  Lessor  in  accordance 
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with  its   terms  except   as   such  enforcement  may  be 
qualified  by  bankruptcy,    insolvency,  reorganiza- 
tion,  moratorium  or  other  similar  laws  affecting 
creditors'    rights  generally  and  by  applicable 
principles  affecting  the  availability  of  specific 
performance  and  other  special  remedies. 

(iv)     No  Violation.      Neither  the  execution  or 
delivery  of  this  Agreement,   nor  the  consummation  of 
the  transactions  contemplated  hereby,   nor  the 
performance  by  Lessor  of  the  obligations  hereunder 
of  Lessor,   conflicts  or  will  conflict  with,  or 
results  or  will  result  in  a  breach  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of,   the  Certificate  of  Incorporation  or 
Bylaws  of  Lessor,   or  any  law,    judgment,  order, 
decree,    rule  or  regulation  of  any  court,  adminis- 
trative agency  or  other  governmental  authority  or 
any  other  agreement  or  instrument  to  which  Lessor 
is  subject  or  is  a  party  or  by  which  it  is  bound, 
or  constitutes  or  will  constitute  a  default  under 
any  provision  thereof. 

(v)     Conditions  of  Section  1 68 ( f ) f 8 ) ( B ) ( i ) ( I  ) 
of  the  Code.      Lessor  is  a  corporation  which  meets 
the  conditions  of  Section  168 ( f ) ( 8 ) ( B ) ( i ) ( I )   of  the 
Code . 

(t-)     Covenants .      Lessor  covenants  and  agrees  with 
User  as  follows : 

( i )     Amendment  To  Conform  to  Treasury  Regula- 
tions .      If  and  when  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
from  time  to  time  publishes  Treasury  Regulations 
under  Section  168  of  the  Code   (as  said  Section  is 
now  in  force  or  as  the  same  shall  hereafter  be 
modified  provided  such  modification  does  not  change 
the  tax  assumptions,    as  set  forth  in  paragraph 
10(a)   below,   upon  which  the  Agreement  is  based) 
which,    in  the  opinion  of  Lessor's  or  User's  tax 
counsel,    (a)   are   (or  require  terms  or  provisions  in 
agreements  which  are)   for  any  reason  and  in  any 
respect,    contrary  to,    or  inconsistent  with,  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  .this  Agreement  or  (b) 
result  in  this  Agreement  not  satisfying  the  provi- 
sions of  such  Treasury  Regulations  required  to  be 
satisfied  in  order  that  the  parties  hereto  realize 
and  obtain  the  rights  and  benefits  for  federal 
income  tax  purposes  and  otherwise  that  are  intended 
to  be  conferred  on  them  by  this  Agreement,  then 
User  agrees  to  negotiate  with  User  in  good  faith 
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all   such  amendments   and  modi  fi cations   to  thi  s 
Agreement    (including  amendments   and  modifications 
effective   retroactive   to   the  date   of  this  Agree- 
ment)  permissible  under  such  Treasury  Regulations 
as  shall  be  required  in  order  to   satisfy  said 
provisions  of  such  Treasury  Regulations  and  thereby 
create,   vest  in,   preserve  and  protect  for  the 
respective  parties  to  this  Agreement  such  rights 
and  benefits  as  each  seeks  in  the  execution  hereof, 
including,   without  limitation,   those  more  fully 
specified  in  the  tax  assumptions  set  forth  in 
paragraph  10(a)  below . 

(ii)      Further  Assurances.      Lessor  shall  cause 
to  be  promptly  and  duly  taken,    executed,  acknowl- 
edged and  delivered  all  such  further  elections  and 
documents  as  User  may  from  time  to  time  reasonably 
request  in  order  to  more  effectively  carry  out  the 
intent  and  purposes  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  6.     Destruction  or  Requisition  of  Use,  Etc. 

(a)  Disqualifying  Event.      In  the  event  that  the 
Property  or  any  Unit  of  Property  shall  be  or  become 
substantially  or  totally  damaged  or  destroyed  or  shall 
be   lost   {or  stolen)    for  any  reason  whatsoever,    or  title 
thereto  shall  be  condemned,    requisitioned  or  otherwise 
taken  by  any  governmental  authority  under  power  of 
eminent  domain  or  otherwise   {any  such  taking  being 
herein  referred  to  as  a  "Requisition  of  Use")    for  a 
stated  period  which  exceeds  the  Lease  Term,    or  the 
Property  or  any  Unit  of  Property  is  returned  to  the 
manufacturer  or  supplier  thereof  pursuant  to  any  patent 
indemnity  of  the  contract  or  purchase  order  relating 
thereto,    and  any  such  event  described  in  this  Section 
6(a)   constitutes  a  Disqualifying  Event,   User  shall 
promptly  notify  Lessor  in  writing  of  such  event,   but  in 
any  case  such  written  notification  shall  be  given  no 
later  than  60  days  after  the  event  constituting  a  Dis- 
qualifying Event,    and  the  provisions  of  Section  10 
hereof  shall  apply  to  any  resulting  Loss  as  defined  in 
such  Section. 

(b)  Risk  of  Loss.     User,    as  owner  of  the  Property 
and  each  Unit  of  Property  for  all  purposes  other  than 
federal  income  tax  purposes,    shall  bear  the  risk  of  loss 
and,    except  as  provided  in  Section  2(d)   hereof,  shall 
not  be  released  from  its  obligations  hereunder  in  the 
event  of  any  event  of  Loss  relating  to  the  Property  or 
any  Unit  of  Property. 
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(<=)      Recruisition  of  Use.      In  the   case  of  a  Requisi- 
tion of  Use  of  the  Property  or  any  Unit  of  Property  for 
an  unstated  temporary  period  or  for  a  stated  period 
which  does  not  exceed  the  Lease  Term,    such  Reguisitiion 
of  Use  shall  not  terminate  this  Agreement,    and  each  and 
every  obligation  of  User  hereunder  shall   remain  in  full 
force  and  effect,    unless  such  Requisition  of  Use  causes 
a  Disqualifying  Event.     User  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
sums  received  by  reason  of  any  such  Requisition  of  Use. 

Section  7.      Insurance . 

(a)     Coverage.     During  the  Lease  Term,    User  will, 
at  its  own  cost  and  expense,   cause  to  be  carried  and 
maintained  at  all  times  standard  form  casualty  insurance 
with  respect  to  each  Unit  of  Property  and  liability 
insurance  with  respect  to  third  party  personal  injury 
and  property  damage,    in  each  case  in  amounts  and  against 
risks  consistent  with  its  normal  practice,   provided  that 
User  need  not  obtain  insurance  to  the  extent  it  is 
usually  self-insured  in  respect  to   similar  equipment 
owned  by  User.     Any  insurance  required  by  this  Section  7 
may  be  effected  by  policies  of  blanket  insurance  which 
may  cover  not  only  the  Units  of  Property  listed  in 
Exhibit  A  hereto  but  also  other  property  not  included, 
provided  that  the  amount  of  such  insurance  allocated  to 
such  Units  of  Property  shall  be  specified  either  in  any 
such  policy  of  blanket  insurance  or  in  a  written 
statement  from  the  insurer  under  such  policy,    or  its 
agent . 

i^)     Additional  Coverage.     User  shall,    at  Lessor's 
option  and  expense,   maintain  or  cause  to  be  maintained 
to  the  extent  available  on  such  Unit  of  Property  lia- 
bility insurance  in  scope  and  amount  satisfactory  to 
Lessor  and  upon  such  other  terms  as  Lessor  may  specify 
in  addition  to  the  coverage  required  above  in  this 
Section  7.     Any  payment  resulting  from  such  insurance 
shall  be  made  payable  to  and  may  be  retained  by  Lessor. 
Nothing  in  this  Section  7  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
Lessor  from  insuring  the  Property  or  its  interest 
therein,   provided  the  insurance  so  maintained  by  Lessor 
does  not  provide  for  or  result  in  a  reduction  of  the 
coverage  or  the  amounts  payable  under  any  of  the  insur- 
ance required  to  be  maintained  by  User  by  this  Section  7. 

(c)     Evidence  of  Insurance.     User  shall  furnish 
Lessor  with  such  certificates  or  other  evidence  of 
compliance  with  this  Section  7  as  Lessor  may  from  time 
to  time  reasonably  request,   provided  that  Lessor  shall 
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not  be  entitled  to  the  originals  or  copies  of  (but  shall 
be  entitled  at  reasonable  times  to  inspect)  the  policies 
of  insurance . 

(d)     Event  of  Casualty.     Upon  any  casualty  which 
requires  a  payment  to  Lessor  hereunder.   User  shall 
diligently  and  promptly  (i)   file  a  claim  against  the 
insurer  and  (ii)  pursue  the  claim  or  any  remedy  to 
enable  payment  by  the  insurer. 

Section  8.      General  Indemnity. 

(a)     Indemnity.     User  is,   and  will  continue  to  be, 
the  sole  owner  of  the  Property  and  each  Unit  of  Property 
for  all  purposes  other  than  federal  income  tax  purposes, 
and  is,    and  will  continue  to  be  solely  responsible  for 
the  use,   operation,    repair  and  maintenance  of  the  Prop- 
erty and  each  Unit  of  Property.     Accordingly,    subject  to 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  8{b)   hereof.    User  agrees  to 
assume   liability  for,    and  does  hereby  indemnify  and 
agree  to  indemnify,   protect,    save  and  hold  harmless 
Lessor,    on  an  After-Tax  Basis   (i.e.,    after  payment  of 
all   federal,    state  and  local  Taxes,    as  defined  in  Sec- 
tion 9  hereof,   payable  by  Lessor  with  respect  to  pay- 
ments pursuant  to  this  indemnity,    reduced  by  any  fed- 
eral,   state  and  local  tax  benefits  realized  by  Lessor 
with  respect  to  the  payment  by  Lessor  for  which  Lessor 
received  such  indemnity  payment),    from  and  against,  any 
and  ail   liabi lities ,   obligations ,    losses ,   damages ,  pen- 
alties,   claims   (including,   without  limitation,  claims 
involving  negligence  or  omissions,    or  strict  or  absolute 
liability  in  tort),    actions,    suits,    judgments,  costs, 
expenses  and  disbursements   { including,    without  limita- 
tion,   the  reasonable  fees  and  expenses  of  lawyers, 
accountants  and  other  experts)    ("Claims"),    except  Claims 
indemnified  against  by  User  under  Sections  9  and  10 
hereof,   which  may  be  imposed  on,    incurred  by  or  asserted 
against  Lessor,    in  any  way  relating  to  or  arising  out  of 
this  Agreement  or  any  amendment,    modification,  supple- 
ment,  waiver  or  consent  thereunder,    or  the  performance 
or  enforcement  of  any  of  the  terms  hereof,    or  the  breach 
by  User  of  any  of  the  terms  of  this  Agreement   (or  any 
representation  made  in  writing  to  Lessor  by  User  in  con- 
nection with  this  Agreement),   or  in  any  way  relating  to 
or  arising  out  of  the  ownership,    for  federal  income  tax 
purposes  or  otherwise,    of  the  Property  or  any  Unit  of 
Property,    or  the  design,   manufacture,    acquisition,  erec- 
tion,   ownership,    delivery,    lease,   possession,   use,  oper- 
ation,  maintenance ,    condition,    registration,    control , 
financing,    insuring,    sale,    storage  or  disposition  of  the 
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Property  or  any  Unit  of  Property  or  any  casualty,  injury 
or   loss   in  connection  therewith   (including,  without 
limitation,    latent  and  other  defects,    whether  or  not 
discoverable  and  any  Claim  for  patent,    trademark  or 
copyright  infringement  and  expenses  of  Lessor  incurred 
in  the  administration  of  this  Agreement  and  reasonable 
fees  and  disbursements  of  outside  counsel   and  other 
experts  incurred  in  connection  therewith).      To  the 
extent  that  Lessor  in  fact  receives  indemnification 
payments  from  User  under  this  Section  8,   User  shall  b^ 
subrogated,   to  the  extent  of  the  indemnity  paid,  to 
Lessor's  rights  with  respect  to  the  transaction  or  event 
requiring  or  giving  rise  to  such  indemnity. 

USER  AGREES  THAT  LESSOR  SHALL  HAVE  NO  LIABILITY 
DIRECTLY  OR   INDIRECTLY  TO  USER,    TO  ANY  PERSON  CLAIMING 
BY,    THROUGH  OR  UNDER  USER  OR  TO  AN^'  OTHER  PERSON  FOR  ANY 
CLAIM  ARISING  DIRECTLY  OR   INDIRECTLY  FROM  ANY  UNIT  OF 
PROPERTY,    OR  FROM  ANY   INADEQUACY  THEREOF  FOR  ANY  PUR- 
POSE,   OR  FROM  AN'f  DEFICIENCY  OR  DEFECT  THEREIN,    OR  FROM 
ANY  OF  THE  OTHER  MATTERS  REFERRED  TO   IN  PARAGRAPH  2(j) 
HEREOF  WITH  RESPECT  THERETO  OR  FROM  THE  USE  OR  MAINTE- 
NANCE THEREOF  OR  FROM  ANY   IMPROVEMENTS,  REPLACEMENTS, 
REPAIRS,    SERVICING  OR  ADJUSTMENTS  THERETO  OR  FROM  ANY 
DELAY   IN  PROVIDING  OR  FAILURE  TO  PROVIDE  ANY  THEREOF  OR 
FROM  ANY   INTERRUPTION  OR  LOSS  OF  SERVICE  OR  USE  THEREOF 
OR  FROM  ANY  LOSS  OF  BUSINESS,    ALL  OF  WHICH  SHALL  BE  THE 
RISK  AND  RESPONSIBILITY  OF  USER  AS  THE  OWNER  FOR  ALL 
PURPOSES  OTHER  THAN  FEDERAL   INCOME  TAX  PURPOSES  OF  THE 
PROPERTY  AND  EACH  UNIT  OF  PROPERTY. 

(b)  Exceptions .     User  shall  not  be  required  to 
indemnify  any  Person  pursuant  to  paragraph  8(a)   for  (i) 
any  Claim  resulting  from  the  willful  default  or  criminal 
acts  of  such  Person,    (ii)   expenses  expressly  agreed  to 
be  borne  by  such  Person  pursuant  to  this  Agreement, 
(iii)   amounts  resulting  from  the  breach   (unless  caused 
by  User)   of  any  representation,    warranty  or  covenant  of 
such  Person  made  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  User  under 
this  Agreement  or   (iv)   any  compensation  paid  to  any 
employees  of  such  Person  or  any  Affiliate  thereof,  for 
their  services  as  such. 

(c)  Notice  of  Claim.      If  Lessor  has  knowledge  of 
any  pending  or  threatened  proceeding  asserting  any  Claim 
that  would  be  indemnified  against  under  paragraph  8(a), 
Lessor  shall  give  prompt  notice  thereof  to  User.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  notice.   User  shall,    at  its  own  expense, 
assume  full  responsibility  for  the  defense  against  or 
settlement  of  any  such  Claim  (Lessor  being  entitled  to 
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participate   in   such  defense  by  its  own  counsel   and  at 
its  own  expense)    and  Lessor   shall   cooperate  with  User  by 
providing  such  assistance  as  User  may  reasonably 
require,    provided  that  Lessor  shall  have  the  right  to 
control  the  defense  against  or  settlement  of  such  Claim 
if  Lessor  shall   release  User  from  any  obligation  to 
indemnify  for  such  Claim. 

(d)     Pa-zment .     So  long  as  User  is  complying  with 
its  obligations  under  paragraph  8(c)   hereof,    User  shall 
not  be  required  to  make  any  payment  pursuant  to  this 
Section  8  of  any  Claim  until  Lessor  shall  have  in  good 
faith  made  or  become  obligated  to  make  a  payment  in 
respect  of  the  Claim  indemnified  against  hereunder  or  a 
final   judgment  of  a  court  or  other  competent  tribunal 
shall  have  been  entered  to  the  effect  that  Lessor  is 
obligated  to  make  payment.     After  payment  by  User  pur- 
suant to  this  Section  8,    Lessor  shall  promptly  assign  to 
User  all  its  right,    title  and  interest  to  any  claims 
relating  to  such  Claim,   provided  that  such  assignment 
shall  be  made  without  representation,   warranty  or 
recourse,    and  that  no  breach  or  default  under  this 
Agreement  on  the  part  of  User  shall  exist. 

Section  9.     General  Tax  Indemnity. 

(a)      Indemnity.      Subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  9(b)   hereof,    User  agrees  to  pay,    and  hereby 
indemnifies  Lessor  and  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold 
harmless  Lessor  from  and  against,    any  and  all  govern- 
mental or  quasi -governmental  income ,    f ranch! se ,    sales , 
use,   personal  property,    ad  valorem,   value  added,  leas- 
ing,   leasing  use,    excise,    gross  receipts,    stamp  or  other 
tax ,    levy,    impost,   duty,    charge ,    assessment,    fee  or 
withholding  of  any  nature,    together  with  any  penalty, 
fine,    addition  to  tax  or  interest  on  any  of  the  fore- 
going ("Tax"  or,    collectively,    "Taxes")    imposed  against 
Lessor,    the  Property  or  any  Unit  of  Property  by  any 
federal,    state  or  local  government  or  taxing  authority 
in  the  United  States  upon  or  with  respect  to  the  Prop- 
erty or  any  Unit  of  Property,   or  upon  or  with  respect  to 
the  purchase,    acquisition,    ownership,  registration, 
delivery,    leasing,   possession,   use,    operation,  control, 
financing,    insuring,   maintenance,    storage,    sale  or  other 
disposition  thereof,    or  upon  or  with  respect  to  the 
rentals,    receipts  or  earnings  arising  therefrom,    or  upon 
or  with  respect  to  this  Agreement,    or  any  indebtedness 
created  or  repaid  or  deemed  to  be  or  have  been  created 
or  repaid  hereunder,   unless,    and  only  to  the  extent 
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that,    any  such  Tax  which  is  not   imposed  by  way  of  with- 
holding is  being  contested  by  User  in  good  faith  (and 
for  the  payment  of  which  adequate   reserves  have  been 
provided)   by  appropriate  proceedings.     User  further 
agrees  that,    with  respect  to  any  payment  or  indemnity 
under  this  Agreement,    such  payment  or  indemnity  shall 
include  any  amount  necessary  to  hold  Lessor  harmless,  on 
an  After-Tax  Basis,    from  all  Taxes  required  to  be  paid 
by  Lessor  with  respect  to  such  payment  or  indemnity. 

(b)  Limitation  on  Indemnity.     Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  9(a),   User  shall  have  no  obliga- 
tion thereunder  as  to  any  Taxes  which  are  imposed  on, 
based  on,    or  measured  by,   the  income  of  Lessor  or  which 
are  imposed  by  any  state  or  local  government  or  taxing 
authority  outside  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  Contest.      If  any  proceeding   (including  the 
written  claim  or  written  threat  of  such  proceeding)  is 
commenced  against  Lessor  for  any  Tax  to  which  the 
indemnity  provided  in  paragraph  (a)   of  this  Section  9 
applies.    Lessor  shall  promptly  notify  User.  If 
requested  by  User  in  writing.    Lessor  shall,    upon  receipt 
of  indemnification  and  at  the  expense  of  User,  with 
respect  to  all   reasonable  costs  of  contesting  the 
validity,    applicability  or  amount  of  such  Tax  {includ- 
ing,  without  limitation,    reasonable  costs,  expenses, 
losses ,    fees  and  disbursements  of  lawyers ,  accountants 
and  other  experts,   penalties  and  interest),    contest  in 
the  name  of  User  or  Lessor,    as  the  case  may  be,  the 
validity,    applicability  or  amount  of  such  Tax  by  (i) 
resisting  payment  thereof  if  User  in  its  sole  discretion 
shall  determine  such  course  of  action  to  be  appropriate, 
(ii)   not  paying  the  same  except  under  protest,    if  pro- 
test is  necessary  and  proper  or   (iii)   if  payment  is 
made,   using  reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  a  refund 
thereof  in  appropriate  administrative  and  judicial 
proceedings.     User,    through  its  counsel,    shall  have  the 
right  to  control,   participate  in  and  make  all  decisions 
in  connection  with  any  such  contest  and  any  proceeding. 
If  Lessor  shall  obtain  a  refund  of  all  or  any  part  of 
such  Tax  paid  by  User,    Lessor  shall  pay  User  the  amount 
of  such  refund.      If  in  additijDn  to  such  refund  Lessor 
shall  receive  an  amount  representing  interest  on  the 
amount  of  such  refund.    Lessor  shall  pay  User  that  pro- 
portion of  such  interest  which  is  fairly  attributable  to 
Taxes  paid  by  User  prior  to  the  receipt  of  such  refund. 

(d)  Reports .     User  will  file  all  ad  valorem  or 
similar  Tax  returns,    if  any,    relating  to  each  Unit  of 
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Property.      In  case   any  report  or   return  is   required  to* 
be  made  with  respect  to   any  obligation  of  User  under 
this  Section  9  or  arising  out  of  this  Section  9,  User 
will  either  make  such  report  or  return  in  such  manner  as 
will  show  the  ownership  of  the  Property  and  each  Unit  of 
Property  in  User,    for  all  purposes  other  than  federal 
income  tax  purposes,    and  for  federal   income  tax  pur- 
poses,   in  Lessor,    and  at  Lessor's  request  promptly  send 
a  copy  of  such  report  or  return  to  Lessor,   or  will 
notify  Lessor  of  such  requirement  within  a  reasonable 
time  before  the  required  filing  date  and  (unless  such 
report  or  return  cannot  properly  be  made  except  by 
Lessor)  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  report  or  return 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  Lessor. 

Section  10.     Special  Tax  Indemnity. 

(a)     Tax  Assumptions.     This  Agreement  has  been 
entered  into  on  the  assumptions  that  Lessor,    as  pur- 
chaser of  the  Property  for  federal   income  tax  purposes, 
wi 11  be  entitled  for  federal   income  tax  purposes  to  such 
deductions  and  other  benefits  as  are  provided  by  the 
Code ,    including,   without  limitation : 


(i)     Recovery  deductions  under  Section  168(a) 
of  the  Code  for  each  Unit  of  Property,    in  an  amount 
determined,    commencing  with  Lessor's  taxable  year 
in  which  falls  the  date  ,  ,  by 

multiplying  Lessor's  Cost  of  such  Unit  of  Property 
by  the  percentages  applicable  under  Section 
168(b)(1)(A)   of  the  Code  with  respect  to  "five-year 
property"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
168(c)(2)(B)   of  the  Code   ("Recovery  Deductions"). 

(ii)     Deductions  with  respect  to  interest 
determined  as  provided  in  paragraph  2(c)  hereof  on 
the  Loan  described  in  paragraph  2(b)   hereof  in  the 
amounts,    and  in  respect  of  each  period,    set  forth 
in  Schedule  C  attached  to  this  Agreement,    as  such 
Schedule  C  shall  be  adjusted  from  time  to  time  as 
provided  in  paragraph  2(d)    ("Interest  Deductions"). 

(iii)     Amortization  oX  any  capitalized  expenses 
(which  shall  be  allocated  to  the   lease  of  each  Unit 
of  Property  pro  rata  to  Lessor's  Cost  of  all  Units 
of  Property  subject  to  such  Lease)   paid  or  to  be 
paid  by  Lessor  pursuant  to  Section  11(b)   of  this 
Agreement  at  a  rate  no  less  rapid  than  straight- 
line   (i.e.,    in  equal  amounts)   over  the  Lease  Term 
(the  "Amortization  Deductions"). 
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(Iv)      Recovery  Deductions   with   respect   to  the 
Property  will  be   currently  deductible  by  Lessor, 
interest  on  the   indebtedne ss  provided  by  thi s 
Agreement  incurred  by  Lessor  for  federal  income  tax 
purposes  under  the  Loan  will  be  deductible  in  the 
year  deemed  paid,    and  rental  income  provided  by 
this  Agreement  to  be  deemed  received  by  Lessor  for 
federal  income  tax  purposes  under  the  Lease  will  be' 
includable  in  income  in  the  year  so  deemed  to  have 
been  received. 

(v)  There  will  be  no  realization  of  Recovery 
Deduction  or  depreciation  recapture  by  Lessor  with 
respect  to  the  Property  or  any  Unit  of  Property  or 
any  part  or  component  thereof. 

(vi)     There  will  be  no  forgiveness  in  whole  or 
in  part  of  the  indebtedness  of  Lessor  under  the 
Loan  giving  rise  to  realization  of  income  by  Lessor. 

(vii)     Except  as  may  result  from  payments  pur- 
suant to  Sections  6,    8,    9  and  10,    the  only  income 
to  be  realized  by  Lessor  for  federal  income  tax 
purposes,    from  or  with  respect  to  the  Property  or 
this  Agreement,   will  be   (A)   the  Basic  Rent  deter- 
mined under  paragraph  2(e)    (such  income  to  be 
realized  on  the  respective  Basic  Rent  Payment  Dates 
on  which  such  Basic  Rent  is  paid,    or  deemed  to  be 
paid,    in  accordance  with  paragraph  2(f))    and  (B) 
that  realized  as  a  result  of  the  amounts  payable  in 
case  of  an  event  of  Loss . 

( viii )     No  amount  includible  in  the  gross  income 
of  Lessor,    and  no  deduction  allowable  to  Lessor, 
with  respect  to   (A)   the  Property  or  any  portion 
thereof  or   (B)   any  interest  paid  or  accrued  on  the 
Loan,    shall  be  treated  as  derived  from,    or  allo- 
cable to ,    sources  outside  the  United  States . 

(b)     Consistent  Tax  Returns.     User  agrees  that  it 
will  not  at  any  time  enter  into  any  transaction  or 
agreement  or  take  any  other  action,    directly  or  indi- 
rectly,   or  file  any  returns,  .elections  or  other  docu- 
ments,   inconsistent  with  the  assumptions  reflected  in 
paragraph  10(a)   hereof,    and  that  User  will  maintain  (and 
make  available  to  Lessor  as  and  to  the  extent  reasonably 
necessary)    such  records  and  file  such  returns,    take  such 
actions  and  execute  such  documents  as  may  be  reasonable 
and  necessary  to  facilitate  accomplishment  of  the  intent 
expressed  m  such  paragraph.     Without  limiting  the 
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generality  of  the   foregoing.    User  will   promptly  deliver 
to   Lessor  upon  Lessor's   request  a  copy  of  any  informa- 
tion returns  or  other  documents   that  were   regui red  to  be 
f i led  by  User  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  in  order 
to  perfect  the  application  of  Section  168(f)(8)   of  the 
Code  to  this  Agreement  and  the  Property  and  subject 
transactions  or  otherwise  to  perfect  Lessor's  entitle- 
ment to  the  Tax  Benefits. 

(c)      Xndemni f i cation .      If   (i)   by  reason  of   (A)  any 
retirement  or  casualty  within  the  meaning  of 
§5c . 168( f ) (8 )-8(b) (9)   of  the  Treasury  Regulations  or  any 
successor  Regulation  provision,    (B)   any  breach,  inaccu- 
racy or  incorrectness  of  any  representation,  warranty, 
agreement,   covenant,   duty  or  acknowledgement  furnished 
by  User  in  this  Agreement  which  is  within  the  control  or 
particular  knowledge  of  User  or   (C)    any  act,    omission  or 
failure  to  act  of  User,    Lessor  shall  not  be  allowed  for 
any  taxable  year  (or  portion  thereof)   all  or  any  portion 
of  the  Recovery  Deductions,    the   Interest  Deductions  or 
the  Amortization  Deductions,   or  all  or  any  portion  of 
the  Recovery  Deductions  is  recaptured  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 1245  of  the  Code  or  any  other  simi lar  provision,  or 
there  is  any  other  adjustment  to  the  amount  or  timing  of 
the  Recovery  Deductions,    Interest  Deductions,  Amortiz- 
able  Deductions  or  the  realization  of  income  or  if  (ii) 
any  deduction  allowable  to  Lessor  with  respect  to  the 
Property  or  any  portion  thereof  or  with  respect  to  any 
interest  paid  or  accrued  on  the  Loan  is  treated  as 
derived  from,    or  allocable  to,    sources  outside  the 
United  States   ( any  such  nonal lowance ,    adj ustment ,  recap- 
ture,   inclusion  in  income  or  treatment  of  deductions  as 
derived  from  or  allocable  to  sources  outside  the  United 
States  described  in   (i)   or   (ii)    above  being  referred  to 
hereafter  as  a  "Loss"),    then,   unless  excused  by  the 
provisions  of  paragraph   ( d)   next  below : 

( 1 )      in  the  case  of  a  Di squali f ying  Event  or 
Voiding  Event,   User  will  pay  to  Lessor  an  amount 
equal  to  the  sum  of   (A)   in  the  case  of  a  Disqual- 
ifying Event,    the  Loss  Value  of  such  Units  of 
Property  suffering  such  Event  determined  as  of  the 
Basic  Rent  Payment  Date  immediately  f o 1 lowing  the 
date  of  the  Event  or ,    in  the  case  of  a  Voiding 
Event ,    an  amount  equal  to  the   lesser  of   (y)  the 
Loss  Value  determined  as  of  the  first  Basic  Rent 
Payment  Date  in  Lessor's  first  tax  year  which  is 
adversely  affected  by  an  assertion  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  that  such  Event  has  occurred  or  (z) 
the  amount  which  would  be  payable  if  paragraph 
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(c)(2)   hereof  were   to   apply,    and   (B)    an  amount 
which,    on  an  After-Tax  Basis,    shall  be   equal   to  any 
interest,    penalties  or  additions  to  tax  payable  by 
Lessor  as  a  result  of  such  Disqualifying  or  Voiding 
Event;  or 

(2)      for  any  reason  other  than  a  Disqualifying 
Event  or  Voiding  Event,    resulting  in  a  Loss  with 
respect  to  any  Unit  of  Property,   User  will  pay  to 
Lessor  any  amount  which,   on  an  After-Tax  Basis, 
shall  be  equal  to  the  additional  federal  income 
taxes  payable  by  Lessor  as  a  result  of  such  Loss 
and  the  interest,   penalties  or  additions  to  tax 
payable  as  a  result  of  such  Loss,    less  any  federal, 
state  or  local  tax  benefits  resulting  from  the 
payment  of  any  amounts  reimbursed  hereunder. 

If,    as  a  result  of  a  Loss  described  in   (2)  above, 
the  aggregate  federal  income  taxes  paid  by  Lessor  for 
any  taxable  year  shall  be  less  than  the  amount  of  such 
federal  income  taxes  which  would  have  been  payable  by 
Lessor  had  no   such  Loss  occurred,    then  Lessor  will  pay 
User  promptly  the  amount  of  such  difference  in  federal 
income  taxes  plus  any  additional  federal   income  tax 
benefit  realized  by  Lessor  as  a  result  of  such  payment; 
provided,   however,    that  in  no  event  shall  the  total 
amount  paid  to  User  pursuant  to  this  sentence  with 
respect  to  a  particular  Loss  exceed  the  amount  paid  by 
User  to  Lessor  in  connection  with  such  Loss. 

Sub j ect  to  the  provisions  of  Section  10(e)   of  this 
Agreement,    all  amounts  payable  to  Lessor  under   (1)  or 
(2)   of  this  Section  10(c)    shall  be  paid  promptly,    and  in 
any  event  within  30  days  after  receipt  by  User  of  a 
written  demand  therefor,    accompanied  by  a  written  state- 
ment describing  in  reasonable  detail   satisfactory  to 
User  the  related  Loss  or  identifying  the  Disqualifying 
Event  or  the  Voiding  Event  and  the  computation  of  the 
amount  so  payable.     The  statement  shall  contain  a  veri- 
fication by  the  chief  financial  officer  of  Lessor  stat- 
ing the  basis  upon  which  the  amount  has  been  determined 
in  a  manner  which  will  permit  verification  of  the  calcu- 
lation by  User  and  shall  also,  contain  a  certification  of 
such  officer  that  the  determination  is  in  compliance 
With  this  Section.     Any  payment  due  to  User  from  Lessor 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph   (c)    shall  be  paid  promptly 
and  m  any  event  within  30  days  after  Lessor  realizes 
the  savings  in  its  federal  income  taxes  referred  to 
therein. 
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(d)      Limitation  on   Indemnification.      User  shall 
have  no   liability  to  Lessor   for  indemnification  under 
Section  10(0)   hereof  for  any  Loss  to  the  extent  that 
such  Loss  results  solely  on  account  of  a  change  in  law 
or  in  the  interpretation  thereof  resulting  from  any 
amendment,    repeal,    modification,    revision,    addition  or 
supplement  affecting  the  Code,    Treasury  Regulations, 
Internal  Revenue  Service  rulings,   procedures  or  other 
official  interpretative  action  enacted  or  promulgated 
after  the  date  of  this  Agreement,   or  on  account  of  the 
occurrence  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  events: 

(1)  A  transfer  or  other  disposition  by  Lessor 
of  any  interest  in  the  Property  (or  any  Unit  of 
Property)   for  federal  income  tax  purposes  or  its 
interest  in  this  Agreement,   whether  such  transfer 
or  disposition  is  attributable  to  a  voluntary  or 
involuntary  act  of  Lessor  or  is  on  account  of  any 
bankruptcy  or  insolvency  proceedings  affecting 
Lessor  or  otherwise. 

(2)  The  failure  of  Lessor  to  claim  properly 
the  Recovery  Deductions,    the   Interest  Deductions  or 
the  Amortization  Deductions  unless  such  failure  to 
claim  is  a  direct  consequence  of  a  Loss   for  a  prior 
period  with  respect  to  which  User's  liability  for 
an  indemnification  payment  has  been  finally 
determined . 

(3)  The  failure  of  Lessor  to  have  sufficient 
gross  income  within  the  meaning  of  Section  61(a)  of 
the  Code  to  benefit  from  the  Recovery  Deductions, 
the   Interest  Deductions  or  the  Amortization  Deduc- 
tions,   as  the  case  may  be. 

( 4 )  The  f ai lure  of  Lessor  to  take  timely 
action  in  contesting  a  claim  made  by  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  with  respect  to  such  Loss  if  Lessor 
was  required  to  take  such  action  pursuant  to  para- 
graph 10(e)  below . 

(5)  The  application  of  Sections  465,    55,  56 
or  57(a)   of  the  Code,    or. Treasury  Regulation 
§1.1502-45,    or  any  similar  or  successor  provision, 
to  Lessor. 

(5)     Any  limitation  on  or  partial  disallowance 
of  any  deduction  otherwise  allowable  to  Lessor  in  a 
taxable  year  because  such  year  is   less  than  12 
months  for  federal   income  tax  purposes .

(7)  The   failure  of  Lessor  to  maintain  during 
the   Lease  Term  its   status   as   a  corporation  under 
Section  168 ( f ) { 8 ) ( B ) ( i ) ( I )   of  the  Code  or  any 
similar  or  successor  provision . 

(8)  Any  untruth  of  any  representation  or 
warranty  of  Lessor  contained  in  Section  5  of  this 
Agreement .

(e)     Contest  of  Disallowance  of  Tax  Benefits.  In 
the  event  a  claim  shall  be  made  at  any  time  by  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service  which,    if  successful,  would 
require  User  to  indemnify  Lessor  under  paragraph   (c)  of 
this  Section  10,    Lessor  hereby  agrees  to  take  such 
action  in  connection  with  contesting  such  claim  as  User 
shall  request  in  writing  from  time  to  time;  provided 
that:    (i)  within  30  days  after  notice  by  Lessor  to  User 
of  such  claim.   User  shall  request  that  such  claim  be 
contested;    (ii)   Lessor,    at  its   sole  option,   may  forgo

equal  to  ail  reasonable  costs  and  expenses  which  Lessor 
may  incur  in  connection  with  contesting  such  claim, 
including,   without  limitation,    reasonable  fees  and 
di sbursements  of  attorneys ,   accountants  and  other 
experts,   and  the  amount  of  the  interest,   penalties  and 
additions  to  tax,    if  any,   which  may  ultimately  be  pay- 
able as  a  result  of  contesting  such  claim;    and  (v)  if 
Lessor  shall  have  elected  hereunder  to  pay  the  federal 
income  tax  claimed  and  then  seek  a  refund.   User  will 
provide  Lessor  with  sufficient  funds  to  pay  such  federal 
income  tax .      I f  any  such  claim  referred  to  above  shal 1 
be  made  by  the   Internal  Revenue  Service  and  User  shall 
have  requested  Lessor  to  contest  such  claim  as  above 
provided  and  shall  have  duly  complied  with  all  of  the 
terms  of  this  paragraph  (e).   User's  liability  for  indem- 
nification shal 1  become  fixed  upon  final  determination 
of  the   liability  of  Lessor  by  any  court  of  final  or 
appellate  jurisdiction.     At  such  time  User  shall  become 
obligated  for  the  payment  of  any  indemnification  here- 
under resulting  from  the  outcome  of  such  contest  and 
Lessor  shall  become  obligated  to  pay  to  User  any  refund 
received  with  respect  to  such  claim.      The  obligations  of 
Lessor  and  User  will  first  be  set  off  against  each  other 
and  any  difference  owing  by  either  party  shall  be  paid 
within  30  days  after  such  final  determination.      If  in 
connection  with  such  final  determination  Lessor  receives 
a  refund  of  federal  income  tax • with  respect  to  such 
claim,    any  interest  also  received  by  Lessor  and  fairly 
attributable  to  such  refund  of  federal  income  tax  will 
be  paid  over  to  User.      In  the  case  of  any  such  claim  by 
the   Internal  Revenue  Service  referred  to  above ,  Lessor 
agrees  promptly  to  notify  User  in  writing  of  such  claim 
and  agrees  not  to  make  payment  of  the  federal  income  tax 
c 1 aimed  nor  to  consent  to  the  assessment  of  any  defi- 
ciency relating  to  such  claim  for  at  least  30  days  after 
the  giving  of  such  notice  and  agrees  to  give  to  User  any 
relevant  information  relating,  to  such  claim  which  may  be 
particularly  within  the  knowledge  of  Lessor  and  other- 
wise to  cooperate  with  User  in  good  faith  in  order  to 
contest  any  such  claim  effectively.  Notwithstanding 
anything  to  the  contrary  set  forth  above  in  this  para- 
graph  ( e ) .    Lessor  may,    in  its  sole  discretion,    refuse  to 
contest  the  disallowance  of  Tax  Benefits,   but,    in  that 
event,    if  User  has  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
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clauses  (i),  (iii),  (iv)  and  (v)  above.  User  shall  be 
discharged  of  its  obligation  to  indemnify  Lessor  pur- 
suant  to  paragraph    ( c )    of   thi  s   Section   10 . 

Section  11.      Payment  of  Fees  and  Expenses;    Interest,  Etc. 

(a)     User' s  Obligation.      User  hereby  agrees  that  it 
wi 11  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  the   fol lowing : 

(i)     Counsel  Fees.     Fees  incurred  by  it  for 
services  rendered  in  connection  with  the  trans- 
actions contemplated  hereby  and  all  expenses  and 
disbursements  incurred  by  it  in  connection  with 
such  transactions ; 

(ii)  Printing  Costs.     All  stenographic,  print- 
ing and  reproduction  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in 
connec ti on  wi th  such  transacti ons ,    including  wi th- 
out  limitation  the  preparation  of  this  Agreement 
and  all  amendments  or  supplements  to  such  documents 
and  any  other  documents  contemplated  hereby  or 
thereby;  and 

(iii)  Other  Expenses.      All  other  expenses  in 
connection  with  such  transactions   (other  than  those 
set  forth  in  paragraph   ( b )   hereof  or  incurred  by 
Lessor),    including  all  fees,   taxes  and  expenses  in 
connection  with  recording  or  filing,    and  all  stamp 
and  other  taxes ,    fees  and  excises,    if  any ,    inc lad- 
ing any  interest  and  penal ti es ,   which  may  be ,    or  be 
determined  to  be,    payable  in  connection  with  the 

f i Img  or  recording  of  any  documents  or  any  waiver 
or  consent  under  or  in  respect  of  any  thereof . 

(b )     Brokerage  and  Finders'    Fees  and  Commissions . 
Lessor  will  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  User  in  respect 
of  any  commi ssions ,    f ees ,    judgments  or  other  expenses  of 
any  nature  and  kind  which  User  may  become  liable  to  pay 
by  reason  of  any  claims  by  or  on  behalf  of  brokers, 
finders  or  agents  retained  by  Lessor  in  connection  with 
the  transactions  contemplated  by  thi s  Agreement ,    or  any 
li tigation  or  similar  proceeding  ari si ng  from  such 
claims.     User  will  be  responsible  for  the  fees  of  bro- 
kers,   finders  or  agents  retained  by  User. 

Section  12.     Nature  of  Obi i gat ions ,   Etc . 

( a )     Nature  of  Obligations  of  the  Parties .  Except 
as  otherwise  required  hereunder,   neither  party  will 
suspend  or  di scontinue  any  payment  requi red  to  be  made 
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or  offset  hereunder  or   terminate   or  cause  to  be  termi- 
nated this  Agreement   for  any  cause   including  any  acts  or 
ci rcumstances  that  may  consti tute  an  eviction  or  con- 
structive eviction  from  the  Property  or  any  Unit  of 
Property,    failure  of  consideration,    failure  of  title,  or 
commercial   frustration  of  purpose,    or  any  defect  or 
damage  to  or  destruction  of  the  Property  or  any  Unit  of  . 
Property,    or  the  taking  by  eminent  domain  of  title  to  or  - 
other  interference  with  the  use  or  right  of  possession 
or  use  of  ail  or  any  part  of  the  Property  or  any  Unit  of 
Property.     Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  sentence,  each 
party  may,    at  its  own  cost  and  expense,    and  in  its  own 
name,   prosecute  or  defend  any  action  or  proceeding  or 
exercise  any  other  rights  hereunder,   or  under  any  provi- 
sion of  Law  not  expressly  waived  herein. 

(b)  Separability  of  Provisions.     Any  provision  of 
this  Agreement  which  is  invalid,    illegal  or  unenforce- 
able in  any  jurisdiction  as  to  property  located  in  that
